Whatever comes of it, and whatever 
maybe the right or wrong of it, Stras- 
bourg 1s lost to France. It will be held, if 
for nothing else, as reprisal and security 
against the last and any future bombard- 
ment of Kehl. Meanwhile the detense of 
the city has been heroic. The proportion 
of the combatant to the non-combatant 
population at Strasbourg is exceedingly 
small. 80 far as is rumored, the French 
have only succeeded inf throwing 3,000 
men into the city since it was first threat 
ened. The population, which in time ot 
peace is reckoned at upward of 80,000, was 


largely augmented by an influx from the 


neighboring rural districts when it was 
first made known that the Germans pro- 
posed to invade France. Even then the 
authorities would not allow that any part 
of France could be in serious danger, and 
so no Check was put on the incoming of 
those who have been unnecessary sharers 
in the scanty stores of provisions available. 
The. vast majority of persons now in 
Strasbourg must have been literally for the 
most part starving during the last 
three weeks. Then every night a 
torrent of fire and destruction has been 
poured into the town. On one it is said 
to have been visibly on fire in nine differ- 
ent places, and the inhabitants are said, 
perhaps with no very great exaggeration, 
to have taken refuge in the sewers three 
weeks ago. It is sad to think that so much 
valor.and endurance will go tor nothing. 
But such must be the issue If France 
had succeeded, as Germany has succeeded, 
no one doubts that she would have claimed 
and got the Rhine frontier. No one, 
thereiore, can wonder if, atter the siege 
aud capture of Strasbourg, Germany holds 
om fo it. 

The importance of the events transpir- 
ing in Italy bas been somewhat overshad- 
owed by the absorbing interest in the 
military and political situation in Frapce. 
The advance on Rome is certainly more 
than a raid; and its consequences may 
even be more portentous than the issue of 
the Franco-German war. The world has 
not yet come to consider seriously the 
question of Italian unity. From the thir- 
teenth century, if not from an earlier 
period, down to the beginning of the pres- 
ent century the republics, kingdoms and 
lordships of Italy were united by no com- 
mon allegiance or bond of union. The 
aspiratidu te unity propagated by Mazzimi 
with a force and success which counter- 
balanee all his errors and perversities was 
originally a mere sentiment, and as it 
gradually became a motive principle it 
related not to the past but to the future. 
Even NAToLrox's shortlived kingdom ot 
Italy termimated at the frontier of Tus- 
cany, although it is true that all conti- 
nental Italy was governed by his depend- 
ents. After the peace of 1815 the Austrian 
sere fermed the only link of con- 

between Naples, the Tuscan 
pure and the Lombarde- Venetian king- 
dom, The consolidation of all the prov- 
inces into a single State was considered as 
a dream by diplomatisis and statesmen 
until it was actually accomplished. And 
now, from this point of consolidation, we 
see the power of the kingdom stretching 
out its hand and grasping Rome itself, the 
center of Italian unity and the natural 
source and resource of a great Latin 
power. In the prospect thus opened 
States, dynasties and religions are 
involved, and when the tate of Paris is 
fixed the Roman question will become the 
question ot the world. 


Secession in Tennessec. 

The effort of ANDREW JoHNSON to in- 
troduce the discussion of the doctrine of 
secession into the politics of Tennessee is 
a miserable sham. If there ever is another 
civil war in this country it will not be a 
war about the doctrine of secession, There 
is as little likelihood of such a war 
as there was that a cannon ball 
would enter the hole which had been made 
by previous cannon ball, according to 
the calculation of the coxswain in Mid- 
shipman Easy. Events work wonders; and 
an ounce of practical wisdom is worth a 
whole ton of idle abstraction. The peo- 
ple of Tennessee are right in standing by 
the principle of local self-government, 
which is all that the platform on which 
Gen. Brown is running implies; so much 
and no more; so much and no less.

All this is too plausible to be true. We 


admit that the bare assertion that Napo-

passing his time hitherto n “slowly mak- 
ing his way to the front,” like Von 
MOLTKE, we might reasonably look tor all 
that the Saturday Review surmises. But 
it is otherwise. NapoLEoN-is aged in 
effort no less than in years. He has, after 
a career of splendid success, encountered 
a break-dowp and not a balk; and the re- 
covery al {be lost crown involves something 
more than the exercise of rare diplomatic 
and physical elements. There is such a 
thing as a man’s wearing out both his re- 
sourwes and hfs credit, and when this 
exhaustion comes late in lite recuperation 
is the unlikeltest thing in the world. All 
history shows that there is a. downs hill as 
well as an up-hill journey, and that in the 
career of every man there afe penods 
when failure seems impossible and periods 
when success seems impossible.

Vioron Hugo is not so silly with his 
little spurts ot rhetoric, with his rattle et 
historical illustrations, with the show of 
his tropes and figures, as our journalists 
e go think. He knows very well the 
nature of the enthusiasts, of the ardent 

ts, ot the revolutionary men ot the 
Continent; men full of extravagant ex- 
pectations, of hatred of the organized and 
dominant powers of Europe; men who 
dream of a great Republic of Euro- 
pean States, of the emancipation f 
all people, and believe in the 
bretherhood ot men. They may be mis- 
taken, but the mistake is a generous one, 
that is to say, it is more attractive than 
the sneering skepticism of the judgment 
which pronounces their hopes ill-founded 
because unwarranted by experience. 

VictoR Hvueo and GOR Sanp have ad- 
dressed the most mobile and sympathetic 
portion of the people of the continent ot 
Europe for the past forty years. The lan- 
guage which they address to the thousands 
who have been moved and iliuminated by 
their written words, in the shape of 
story or poem, is the language to which 
the continental mind (a nonnd quite differ- 
ent from the English and American mind) 
has been accustomed, which it may be 
said to enjoy, and to which it responds 
more readily than to the dry and precise 
catalogue of what has been done, of what 
can be done, of what ought to be done, in 
a great national crisis, the issue of which 
to Republicans is much more than a mere 
question of boundary lines; rather,it is an 
issue that must determine the future of the 
people in Europe. 

Americans are not seen in the most 
amiable character when they adopt the 
trigid arrogance of Englishmen, and make. 
no allowance, through defect of imagina- 
tion, jor the situation and temperament ot 
a foreign people.

Victron Hvoo's ob- 
ject was to deepen the sense ot self-sacri- 
fice, to quicken the impulse oi immolation, 
rather than ot capitulation in the Paris- 
iaps. His business, as one of the stimulators 
ot national lite, was to communicate to the 
more mert of bis countrymen the feeling 
that possessed him beiore the awtul possi- 
bilities of woe that threatened a city 
Winch be may be said to love as no Amer- 
ican can love any American city, tor the 
reason that no American city, in ite relation 
to our Republic, has the supreme signifi- 
cance of Paris in its relation to France, 
nor bas any American city so many ob- 
jects whose dust is precious to the heart of 
a poet. 

Paris to Victor Hugo and the Repub- 
lic to GEORGE SAND are inspirations that 
have formed their genius, begotten in them 
a world of hopes and fears, haye proved 
the master idea of a great part of the best 
work of their life. Some extravagance, 
some generous excess ol expression, some 
heat and glow may be accepted from them 
without a sneer, and without that deadly 
Pharisaic satisfaction on our part that we 
are not made lke them, but always 
check expression, for the most part silent 
as glaciers while they are like the lava 
torrents ot injudicious volcanoes! Leave 
to each people its characteristic utterance 
and its natural invocation in the great cri- 
ses of its life. Respect im each the na- 
tional genius and the popular voice. Give 
to the Puritan his biblical phrase, and to 
the Cavalier his song; to the Inshman‘his 
battle oath, and tothe Russian his gut- 
tural cry to France, all sensibility and ex- 
travagance, when compared with the 
Englishman, her fiery and dramatc rhet- 
oric; her unmeasured expression of feeling 
when, hke a woman, she lies helpless be- 
fere her destroyer, with but little more 
than the appealing protest of speech that 
says, annihilation rather than dishonor at 
the capital.

Whatever comes of it, and whatever 
maybe the right or wrong ot it, Stras- 
bourg 1s lost to France. It will be held, if 
tor nothing else, as reprisal and security 
against the last and any tuture bombard. 
ment of Kehl. Meanwhile the deiense ot 
the city has been heroic. The proportion 
of the combatant to the non-combatant 
population at Strasbourg is exceedingly 
small. So far as is rumored, the French 
have only succeeded if throwing 3,000 
men into the city since it was first threat 
ened. The population, which in time of 
peace is reckoned at upward of 80,000, was 
largely augmented by an influx from the 
neighboring rural districts when it was 
first made known that the Germans pro- 
posed to invade France. Even then the 
authorities would not allow that any part 
of France could be in serious danger, and 
so no check was put on the incoming of 
those who have been unnecessary sharers 
in the scanty stores of provisions available. 
The. vast majority of persons now in 
Strasbourg must have been literally for the 
most part starving during the last 
three weeks. Then every night a 
torrent of fire and destruction has been 
poured into the town. On one it is said 
to have been visibly on fire in nine differ- 
ent places, and the inbabitants are said, 
perbaps with no very great exaggeration, 
to have taken reiuge in the sewers three 
weeks ago. It is sad to think that so much 
valor and endurance will go tor nothing. 
But such must be the issue If France 
bad succeeded, as Germany has succeeded, 
no one doubts that she would have claimed 
and got the Rhine frontier. No one, 
thereiore, can wonder if, stter the siege 
aud capture of Strasbourg, Germany holds 
on fo it. 

The importance of the events trauspir- 
ing in Italy bas been somewhat overshad- 
owed by the absorbing interest in the 
military and political situation in France. 
The advance on Rome is certainly more 
than a raid; and its consequences may 
even be more portentous than the issue of 
the Franco-German war. The world has 
not yet come to consider seriously the 
question of Italian unity. From the thir- 
teenth century, if not from an earlier 
period, down to the beginning of the pres- 
ent century the republics, kingdoms and 
lordships of Italy were united by no com- 
mon allegiance or bond of umon. The 
aspiratida te unity propagated by Mazzin1 
with a force and success which counter- 
balanee all his errors and perversities was 
originally a mere sentiment, and as it 
gradually became a motive principle it 
related not to the past but to the future. 
Even NaPpoLreon’s shortlived kingdom ot 
Italy termimated at the frontier of Tus- 
cany, although it is true that all conti- 
nental Italy was governed by his depend- 
ents. After the peace of 1815 the Austrian 
protecterate fermed the only link of con- 
nection between Naples, the Tuscan 
duchies and the Lombardo- Venetian king- 


dom. The consolidation of all the prov- 
inces into a single State was considered as 
a dream by diplomatists and statesmen 
until it was actually accomplished. And 
now, from this point of consolidation, we 
see the power of the kingdom stretching 
out its hand and grasping Rome itself, the 
center of Italian unity and the natural 
source and resource of a great Latin 
power. In the prospect thus opened 
States, dynasties and religions are 
involved, and when the tate of Paris is 
fixed the Roman question will become the 
question of the world. 


Secession in Tennessee.

NAPOLEON is aged in 
effort no less, than in years, He has, after 
a career of splendid ‘success, encountered 
a break. down and not a balk; and the re- 
covery Of tue lost crown involves gomethmg 
more than the exercise of rare diplomatic 
and physical elements. There is such a 
thing as a man's wearing out both his re- 
sourmes and his credit, and when this 
exhaustion comes late in lite recuperation 
is the unlikehest thing in the world. All 
history shows that there is a down-hill as 
well as an up-hill journey, and that in the 
career of every man there are periods 
when failure seems impossible and periods 
when success seems impossible. After a 
time, unless a man dies or is allowed to 
keep what he has in quiet, he seems to 
have played all his winning cards, and, no 
matter what skill he displays in the game, 
he is unable to make a single point.

hope or sorrow the French people do not 
ask the statement of an unmoved journal. 
ist, but the appeal of an imaginative, a 
sympathetic poet, and the invocation of 
an admired writer, who, hke the very 
genius of liberty, keeps her ideal state of 
mith and hope close to her even in the 
light of common day. 

Victron Hud is not so silly with his 
little spurts ot rhetoric, with his rattle et 
historical illustrations, with the show otf 
his tropes and figures, as our journalists 
seem so think. He knows very well the 
nature of the enthusiasts, of the ardent 
socialists, ol the revolutionary men of the 
Continent; men full of extravagant ex- 
pectations, of hatred of the organized and 
dominant powers of Europe; men who 
dream of a great Republic of Euro 
pean States, of the .emancipation f 
all people, and believe in the 
bretherhood 6f men. They may be mis- 
taken, but the mistake is a generous one, 
that is to say, it is more attractive than 
the rneering skepticiem of the judgment 
which pronounces their hopes ill-founded 
because unwarranted by experience 

VioToR Hueo and Gon Sanp have ad- 
dressed the most mobile and sympathetic 
portion ot the people of the continent ot 
Europe for the past forty years. The lau- 
guage which they addreas to the thousands 
who have been moved and illuminated by 
their written words, in the shape ot 
story or poem, is the language to which 
the continental mind (a mind quite differ- 
ent from the English and American mind) 
has been accustomed, which it may be 
said to enjoy, and to which it responds 
more readily than to the dry and precise 
catalogue of what has been done, of what 
can be done, of what ought to be done, in 
& great national crisis, the issue of which 
to Republicans is much more than a mere 
question of boundary lines; rather, it is an 
issue that must determine the future of the 
people in Europe. 

Americans are not seen in the most 
amiable character when they adopt the 
trigid arrogance ot Englishmen, and make. 
no allowance, through defect of imagina- 
tion, jor the situation and temperament of 
a foreign people. For ourselves, we read 
the dramatic expression of the imploring 
soul ot a national poet, like Victor Hugo, 
to find something in it ot. more creditable 
meaning than a violation of the sense that 
understands strategy, and needle guns do 
not respect the desperate valor of a forlorn 
dentense of a beloved place like Paris, still 
lees that either are checked by the threat 
ot seli-anpibilation. Victron Hv«co’s ob- 
ject was to deepen the sense ot self-sacri- 
fice, to quicken the impulse of immolation, 
rather than of capitulation in the Paris- 
iaus. His business, as one of the stimulators 
ot national lite, was t6 communicate to the 
more inert of his countrymen the feeling 
that possessed him beiore the awtul possi- 
bilities of woe that threatened a city 
wiftch be may be said to love as no Amer- 
ican can love any American city, tor the 
reason that no American city, in its relation 
to our Republic, has the supreme signifi- 
cance of Paris in its relation to France, 
por bas any American city so many ob- 
jects whose dust is precious to the heart of 
a poet. 

Paris to VictoR Hugo and the Repub- 
lic to GEORGE SAND are inspirations that 
have tormed their genius, begotten in them 
a world of hopes and fears, have proved 
the master idea of a great part of the best 
work of their life. Some extravagance, 
some generous excess Of expression, some 
heat and glow may be accepted from them 
without a sneer, and without that deadly 
Pbarisaic satisfaction on our part that we 
are not made lke them, but always 
check expression, for the most part silent 
as glaciers while they are like the lava 
torrents ot injudicious volcanoes! Leave 
to each people its characteristic utterance 
and its natural invocation in the great ori- 
ses of its life. Respect in each the na- 
tional genius and the popular voice. Give 
to the Puritan his biblical phrase, and to 
the Cavalier his song; to the Irishman-his 
battle oath, and tothe Russian his gut- 
tural cry to France, all sensibility and ex- 
travagance, when compared with the 
Englishman, her fiery and drama rhet- 
oric; her unmeasured expression of teeling 
when, like a woman, she lies helpless be- 
fere her destroyer, with but little more 
than the appealing protest of speech that 
says, annihilation rather than dishonor at 
the capital.

The Cable Dispatches. 

The wer news this morning, though full, 
interesting and important, may be summed 
up ina few words. Communication with 
Paris has ceased entirely, and the Prussians 
are pressing thesiege. Several engagements 
at other points in France indicate the 
formation of new armies, and, to a certain 
extent, confirm the rumor of a local up- 
rising te repel the imvaders. Much im- 
pertance is attached by the French to the 
battle of Soissons Monday, where they claim 
a considerable victory, though the reports are 
80 mesger that there are no particulars. 

At Rome all ¢ciplomatic efforts to settle the 
difficulty have failed finally, aud the Italian 
army is preparing to force the gates. 

Among the most important news from Eu- 
rope, however, is the lengthy eccount of the 
immense mass meeting in London to express 
the sympathy of the English people with the 
French Republic. Three processions from 

‘Giflerent ports of the citymemen 50,000 strong, 
met at Neleon’s column, where two s dude 
nad been erected for the speakers 
of the evening. The whole city was 
alive with torchlight processions on the way 
eo the square, and by dark it was filled with 
an immense crowd, estimated at two hundred 
and fifty thousand, which stretched from 
Moriey’s Hotel past the column far down to 
the White Hall. Speeches were made from 
the stands, the balcony of the Northamber- 
land Hotel, the steps of St. Martin's Church, 
and temporary platforms. The speakers were 
bitter in their attacks on the Ministry, talked

She then called bim into the yard, and Mr. Bus- 
sali held him while she beat him with 8 piece of 
a hoop-pole.

Kt seems from the 
statement of the boy, as well as that of Mrs.

The following extract from a letter of the 
well known wili writer, Julius Von 
Wickede, bas a special interest ig connec uoa 
with the news from Strasbourg and Pari:: 

“Although the commander at Strasbourg is 
a man of — * * talent, energy and bravery, 
and although the garrison is composed of se- 
lect troops, who will defend the city to the 
last, I do not believe this fortress will prove 
another Scbastopol, The numerous popuia- 
tien of the city, amounting to more than 
eighty thousand inhabitants, will be a serious 
check to the powers of resletauce and endar- 
ance of the garrisop, and will necessitate a 
speedier capitulation than could otherwise be 
anticipated. It is more than propable that 
cur repeatedly exj opinion that large 
and populons cities are not fit places for fort- 
resses Will obtain additonal confirmation ere 
long. The principal objection aguinst them 
is the difficulty, or rather impossibility, of 
previsioni.g them fora long siege. Of what 
use are the strongest walls and a great num- 
ber of guns, when once famine, with its ap- 
pelling circumstances, spreads among a pop- 
ulation of eighty thousand souls? and how 
can the most euergetic commander prevent 
it, and protect his army against its demoraliz- 
ing te influences? It is utiterly iam ible.

An Elequent Appeal. 

A short time since a boy was on trial, in the 
Criminai Court at Memphis, for killing anoth- 
er boy in a sudden quarrel—the youth, who 
was overmastered, drawing his knife and sev- 
ering the jugular vein of his stronger antago- 
nist. The following is the conclusion of the 
effort of the boy’s counsel, Judge Thomas W. 
Brown, formerly a prominent lawyer of Shel- 
dy ville, in this State. After this very eloquent 
appeal the jury returned a verdict of invol - 
untary manslaughter:’’ 


I have, in the brief time allotte@ me, pre- 
sented the facts and law of this case with that 
plainness and directness which an intelligent 
jury may always properly require of counsel. 
It is my duiy to remind you that questions of 
guilt and innocence cannot be settled by the 
rules of exact logic. Neither the syllogism 
nor mathematical demonstration can deter- 
mene the motive or complexion of hu- 

action. not by such 
bard tests. nor by such a straightened 
line and plummet” that the law commands 
you to try the prisoner, My reasoning may 
have fai ed entirely to convince you; but the 
law—aye, the law—demands that you shail 
throw around him the vast charity of a rea- 
sonable doubt.
